Eloquent Speeches by Hens. A. 
T. Nunnally and Walker. 


Hon. H. D. Capers’. Address 
on “ Direct Trade.”’ 

The Grangers of ,.Walton county, with 
the view of a social gathering, and other 
objects, gave a barbecue, on the 80th, at 
Walnut Greve,a pleasant retreat, near 
the line of the counties of Walton, 
Gwinnett, Newton, and Rockdale. 

Preparations were made in a liberal 
manner, and under the supervision of 
Mr. Samuel Broduax, and a gentlemanly 
corps of aids, a great feast of ‘fat 
things” was served up to the Grangers, 
and their families and yjsitors. 

It WAS ESTIMATED THAT OVER FIFTERN 
HUNDRED PKOPLE WERE AT THE TABLE, 

At 12 0’clock Hon. Augustus Nunnally, 
representing the Walton Grangers, deliv- 
ered an address of welcome to the im- 
mense audiance, abounding in his elo- 
quence and good spirit. At the close of 
the address, after short time, dinner was 
announced, when in perfeet order, with 
decorum and with Granger spirit, the 
great crowd moved to the table. There 
was evidence here that the people of this 
section are in no danger of starvation. 
Just think of feeding near two thousand 
people, and having the ‘‘twelve baskets 
left,” and you have an answer that the 
Grangers are not on the starving list. 
In addition to mutton, sheat, beef, &c., 
Cevis and Pomona were on hand with 


At three o'clock the great concern as- 
scmbled about the Academy, to hear the 
address of Hon. H. D. Capers on * Di- 
rect Trade.” My. Capers was introduced 
to the people by Mr. Nuanally. After 
a beautiful introductory, in which he re- 
ferred to the demonstration as a living 
evidence of the returning prosperity of 
Georgia, the speaker approached his 
subject by giving. a definition and de- 
monstration of individual independence, 
the gindependence of communities, and 
of State independence under the consti- 
tutional limits. Individual independence 
had in it no element of selfishnes: it only 
existed with those who knew that they 
had neighbors; found its achme in the 
assertion of no right which was a neigh- 
bors wrong, Independence of commu- 
nities furnish a rich theme for the logi- 
cal and eloquent speaker. We only 
wanted a judicious administrator of our 
resources, Of a material and social echar- 
acter, to make every community in Geor- 
gia independent in the most liberal sense 
of the term. Our people had yet to 
study the phylosophy of cambination, 
We want associated capital and resourees. 
We did not understand that a bale of 
cotton was asterling bill of exchange. 
When we know more of political econo- 
my of this new epoch in our domestic 
history, we would shorten the way be- 
tween the producer and consumer, by a 
legitimate use of the source of indepen- 
dence. The speaker gave the history of 
a bale of cotton, from the field to looms 
of Manchester. It was the history of the 
transfer of $75 into $400, -with cotton 
at 150 cents per pound, and calico at ten 
cents a yard. ‘There was not a commu- 
nity in middle Georgia who could not 
associate their resources, and increase the 
first term of this proportion by shipping 


yarns instead of raw cotton, This portion 


of the address was perfectly elaborated 
and the power of coéperative resources 
shown, in reference to the experiments 
of England and France. After the cul- 
mination of thisargumentin favor of such 
a combination ot capital as will secure 
direct Communication between the pro- 
ducer and consumer, the speaker gave a 
picture of Georgia’s future glory under 
the spirit influence of this independence. 
[t was eloquence and real beauty,sending 
a thrill to our hearts. We weht away 
loving our land and home more than ever. 
The closing hours of the afterneon were 
spent by many groups of young and old 
ones in the merry dance—in sucial con- 
verse. Qn all hands there was but one 
expression—‘‘ what a pleasant day,” and 
certainly it Was one not soon to be forgot- 
ten. 

We want more of these gatherings in 
our country. They do good. to body and 
soul. Many thanks to generous old 
Walton.

THE BEECHER GOSSIP. 


Carpenter Refuses to tell What he 
Knows—Dr. Storrs Makes a 
Startling State- 
ment, ete. 


| By Telegraph to the Constitution. } 

New York, August 4.—The Beecher 
investigating committee continued their 
session this evening, and the sessions are 
still conducted in private examination. 
Six witnesses were examined—four gen- 
tlemen and two ladies. Two of the wit- 
nesses were understood to be Mr. and Mrs. 
Beach, Beecher’s friends, whose residence 
adjoins his farm at Peekskill. The other 
lady was closely veiled and could not be 
identified. After leaving the house she 
was accompanied by Mr. Ovington to 
the residence of Mr. Beecher, on Colum- 
bia heights. The names of the other 
witnesses could not be ascertained. 

Mrs. Tilton’s cross-examination will 
be made public to-morrow. 

It was stated that Mr. Beecher or Mr. 
Moulton will testify before the commit- 
tee to-morrow evening, when it is 
believed that the examination will be con- 
cluded. 

Frank Carpenter has decided not to 
appear before the committee, and will 
write a letter giving the reasons for the 
his refusal to testify. 

It is stated that the Beecher investigat- 
ing committee yesterday received a tele® 
graphic dispatch from F. b. Carpenter, 
saying that he should not appear before 
the committeé, and that an explanation of 
his reasons would be found in a letter 
which he had sent to the committee. A 
letter was presented to the committec last 
night from Rev. Dr. Storrs, in which he 
stated that he had no personal knowledge 
of the matters which were to come before 
the committee; that he had seen the state 
ment signed by Mrs. Tilton and referred 
to in Mr. Carpenter’s statements, and 
Mrs. Tilton’s testimony of Friday even- 
ing, which contained the grave charge 
expressed in these words: ‘“‘On a certain 
occasion Mr. Beecher solicited me to be- 
come a wife to him, with all that is im- 
plied in this relation. This proposition 1 
communicated to my Tnsband.” But on 
account of the Tack of personal knowl- 
edge, Dr. Storrs expressed the opinion 
that it would not be necessary for him to 
appear before the committee,

Sir William Gull’s man is said tbe well 
trained, and it is even hinted th 

patients are sent laboriously awhy when 
Sir Wilham Gull is only taking Ris morn- 
ing cigar, or whiling a tedious hour with 
the last new rovel; but this is eres 
a shinder, originating with envi®us and 
and less successful doctors, But it is 
certainly true that difficulty of seeing 
Sir William Gull only enhances the desire 
of his patients to procure his §ervices, 
an illustration of the social law that men 
prize most that which is most difficult of 
attainment. . 

A suecessful London doctor @bserves 
the same state on his rounds throfigh the 
city as in his office. Driving a wretched 
horse in a perishing buggy, or témbling 
along in an omnibus, or aiding his strength 
with an occasional pull! in a hans@m or a 
cab, does not suffice for the needs of a 
London consultant. He 
brougham or clarence carriage, his coach- 
man in livery, his footfhan on the box. 
The great man is rolled to the door of 
the mansion, he sits majestic until the 
mercury on the box has dismounted and 
opened the door of the carriage, and 
then, without haste or any impairment 
of dignified demeanor, he steps on the 
pavement. All this, which may appear 
unmeaning parade, is perfectly consist- 
ent with the English notions of the fit- 
ness of things, and is in entire hatmony 
with the social usages of London. ‘The 
younger men ride in a brougham drawn 
by one horse, and driven by a liveried 
coachman, but unattended by the foot- 
man. It was recently made a serious 
charge byja London medical journal 
that a Demonstrator of Anatomy in one 
of the London medical sehools was seen 
riding in his brougham with kid gloves 
on atnoon. Such eccentric conduct as 
this was supposed to be reason why so 
many candidates for the recent fellow- 
ship examination at the Royal College of 
Surgeons had been plucked or fatled to 
pass. 

The state which must be observed by 
the London doetor can not be maintain- 
ed without a certain income. Ilence if 
is that for years his life is one of cuntin- 
ual toil and anxiety. ‘The number of 
people who can aflord to pay a guinea 
fee is not very large relatively even In so 
rich a city as London, and Englishmen 
are educated to a Keen sense of values. 
The ordinary consulting oflice fee is a 
guinea ~- equal to six dollars nearly—and 
for a visit twice that sum. Sir Wm. Gall, 
Sir Wm. Jenner, and probably a few 
others, have advanced their fees recently 
and now charge two guineas for the of- 
fice consultation, As the money is paid 
at the time, and as there are no. lasses 
and! commissions for collection, it is ob- 
vious that a very satisfactory income 
may be made front a few patients each 
day. Of course the surgeons get, very 
often, much a than those named 
above, Which are The rates for ordinary 
consultation visits. nportant opera- 
tions justify, as is the rule everywhere, 
very much larger fees—the amount being 
dependent on the circumstances of the 
patient and the time and skill involyed. 
As Sir Benjamin Brodie once remanked, 
the large professional income is not made 
from large fees, which are, in the nature 
of things exceptional, but from the con- 
tinual dropping into the purse of small 
ones. I have been informed by those 
who are in a position to know, that few 
London professional incomes reach ten 
thousand pounds (about fifty thousand 
dollars). The incomes of the consultants 
range trom one hundred to five thousand 
pounds. The latter figure is rarely ex- 
eeeded, even in London. There is no 
doubt the great physicians and surgeons 
of New York make much larger incomes. 
An illustration of this fact was afforded 
me very recently in the experience of a 
gentleman who had consulted Dr. Austin 
Flint, Sr., in New York, and Sir James 
Paget, in London. The fee of the form- 
er was twenty-five dollars, and of the 
latter two guineas, or about twelve dol- 
ars. ‘There is little doubt that Dr. Flint 
also sees a much larger number of pa- 
tients than Sir James Paget. 

I alluded in my last letter to the fact, 
that the creation of Sir William Gull a 
Baronet was well received by the aristo- 
cracy. But the medical Baronets are, as 
a ruie, looked on with coldness, and not 
unfrequently with derision by the privi- 
leged classes. They smell of the shop. 
They are compelled to stick to the shop 
to build up the fortune necessary to 
maintain the dignity of their descendents 
in their hereditary rank. One may see 
on their doors the title duly engraved on 
a bass plate; for example : Sir William 
Jenner, Bart. This is very important 
stock in trade, and not only brings grist 
to the mill, but furnishes a reason for 
massive fees. It requires several gene- 
rations for the Baronets of Medical ori- 
gin to be purified of the odors emanat- 
ing from the shop. 

{ was curious to know the history of 
some of the sons of medical baronets 
created during this century. The pres- 
ent Sir Astley Cooper, son of the great 
surgeon, makes no figure in the world, 
and indeed cannot, for his only occupa- 
tion consists in maintaining the family 
dignity on the gains of his father. Very 
ditferent has been the career of the present 
Sir Benjamin Brodie, son of the surgeon 
with whose name and surgical achieve- 
ments we are all so familiar. After a 
very distinguished career at the Univer- 
sity, the present Sir Benjamin Brodie 
was appointed professor of chemistry at 
Oxford, in which science he has made 
important researches. Owing to im- 
paired health, he has lately retired from 
his professional dnties, and is now liv- 
ing unostentationsly at his country seat. 

fhe mortifications to which new-made 
Baronets are exposed, and the social re- 
straints which so interfere with the in- 
tellectual activity of the privileged class- 
es, have rendered many eminent medical 
mca quite indifferent or indeed opposed 
to entering the titled ranks when the op- 
portunity Has been offered them.

A few hours afterward smoke was dis- 
covered issuing from the dining room 
closet, where the table linen was kept. 
And still again on the same day some 
wearing apparel in a hall closet was dis- 
covered ablaze. ..Jtdid not at once occur 
to the proprietor that the girl was the in- 
cendiary; but on his suspicions being 
aroused he sharply questioned her, and 
she at once and unhesitatingly confessed 
the crime. She said she couldn’t help 
doing it; that whenever she saw a baby 
asleep she wanted to burnit. It having 
been ascertained that she had six months 
since attempted to burn a baby mene 
to Mr. Kinney, of Tarrytown, Mr. Appel 
had the girl arrested. 

Yesterday evening a reporter proceeded 
to No. 418 East Seventeenth street, with 
a view of investigating, if possible, the 
moral influence of the girl’s home. After 
some difticulty the wretched dwelling was 
discovered on the second floor of a rear 
and rank-smelling tenement house. The 
stuirs that ledup to it were foul; the room 
was comlortiess;and seated on a rickety 
chair was Mrs. Weibel herself—an over- 
flowing woman as to shoulders and waist, 
with large dark eyes and a sensuous lower 
jaw. The reporter stated his errand, 
whereupon the lady, who was stitching 
an article of fine cambric, became par- 
tially dissolved in tears, and spasmodicat- 
ly rehearsed ler daughter’s antecedents, 
as follows: 

‘She was always a bad girl, was Hen- 
rietta—a very bad girl. I have five child- 
ren. I was icfta widow two years since. 
Henrietta is thirteen years and seven 
months old, and not fifteen, as the police 
report states. I was about to become a 
mother when my husband died. [ could 
not look after Henrietta properly, and 
she began to go out at night among loose 
girls and stay till eleven and twelve 
o'clock. When I was sewing for a baker 
near she was so cunning asto get all my 
earning before the work was done, and 
when I took it " had no money to get. 
Oh!” cried Mrs. \vecibel. “she isa terri- 
ble bad girl, und if she has been guilty of 
trying to burn ae baby [ hope they will 
punish her all they can.” 

The mother jurtbermore stated that 
she had placed Henrietta in a juvenile re- 
formatory twelve months sinee, but that 
she ran away and subsequently “hired 
herself out out” in Westchester county. 

THE ACCUSED IN HER CELL. 

The little girl, against whom rests such 
a terrible accusation, is at present contin- 
ed in the lockup of the Thirty-fourth 
Police precinet, at Tremont. A Herald 
representative called there yesterday af- 
ternoon, and on intimating a desire to 
see the juvenile prisoner was at once 
conducted down stairs by the Sergeant 
in charge. The would-be baby cre- 
mationist was found in a large,

MRS. TILTON. 


Her Tale of Injured Innocence, 
Studied Neglect, and False 
Accusation. 


[By Telegraph to the Constitution. | 
New Yok, July 4.—Mrs. Tilton’s 
testimony before the Plymouth Chureh 
investigation committee will be published 
to-morrow. The following is a synopsis 
embracing all that is of interest and not 
heretofore published: 

The examination begins with an appa- 
rent pur to show that Tilton neglect- 
ed his wife from a very early period of 
their married life. Mrs. Tilton stated 
that she was frequently sick, and her 
physician said there was care and trouble 
on her mind which he could not cure 
with medicine. 

Question—What was the trouble in 
point of fact? Answer—Well any of 
you gentlemen, I think, would have cared 
for my family as much as Theodore did. 
I was left entirely with my servants, and 
they were very poor servants. I could 
not have my mother with me because it 
was impossible for her to live with us on 
account of the disagreement with Mr. 
Tilton, and Mr. Tilton was dissatisfied 
with his home and with his wife’s man- 
agement, and was harsh in his criticisms. 

Question—When did he begin to talk 
to you, if at all, in regard to your associ- 
ation and friendship for Mr. Beecher? 
Answer—I think I had no visits from Mr. 
Beecher before 1866. That is the first 
that I remember seeing him very much. 

Question—W hat were the criticisms in 
regard to Beecher and yourself which 
Tilton made? Answer—As early as 
1865 Mr. Tilton’s mind was tainted with 
suspicions of Mr. Beecher, and he used 
to talk with me continually about Mr. 
Beecher’s wrong doings with ladies, sto- 
ries of which were told him by Mr. 
(name not given). When Mr. Beecher 
came to see me*Mr. Tilton began to be 
suspicious, and that I might be perfettly 
transparent to my husband with respect 
to my interviews with Beecher alone, I 
used to charge my mind with our conver- 
sations and repeat them to Mr. Tilton. 

Mrs. Tilton continues: She was con- 
tinually questioned by Tilton concerning 
these conversations in a most jealous 
manner. She was often told with anger 
that she concealed something that she 
did not mean totell him, and that she 
had lied for three years. She tried to 
repeat everything that was said, but found 
Tilton more suspicious than ever. He 
had no confidence in her, and she suf- 
fered a great deal. This state of things 
lasted to the present day, although she 
had not felt so badly the last two years. 
Tilton’s criticisms to her took the form 
of accusations in the winter of 1869, when 
he began to assume she had done crimi- 
nal wrong with Beecher. She met the 
charges sometimes with anger, sometimes 
with calmness or silence, but invariably 
denied criminal intimacy. She had de- 
nied it in letters to Tilton, but they were 
lost. He seemed to use all his influence 
to make her acknowledge wrong, and 
talked so much of it she thought he was 
morbid. He told her once he saw her sit- 
ting in Beecher’s lap in our parlor, and 
she replied, ‘‘you didn’t,” This morbid 
jealousy had a wearying and _sick- 
ening effect on her. He never 
named any definite time or place of any 
criminal act with Beecher; never pre- 
tended she was guilty of any impropri- 
ety at Beecher’s house. She went there 
twice or thrice to consult with Beecher 
about a sick person; never met him at any 
other place by appointment. Tilton 
never accused her of criminality based 
upon any admission by her. It is not 
true that she confessed, in July, 1870, any 
act of impropriety with Beecher.

, Dimock made his first yd 
ance on the ‘‘street” as a clerk for Henry 
G. Marquand, banker, about 1863. His 
salary was only $250 a year, and as he 
was a quiet young man he was not sup- 

d to possess remarkable merit. 
Gradually, however, his shrewd moves 
and unerring calculations in regard to the 
rise and fall of gold, drew the attention 
of his employers toward him, and he 
was placed in a more iy Saas position. 
With great foresight and luck, he amassed 
a large sum by speculation, and the fact, 
reaching the ears of his employers, dis- 
pleased them. He was then informed 
that his services were no longer required. 

The house of A. W. Dimock & Com- 
pany was the result. It soon became one 
of the leaders of the street, and drew to 
itself such men as Daniel Drew and Cor- 
nelius Vanderbilt. It is said that Di- 
mock netted $1,500,000 ina little over 
thirteen months’ work, making $700,000 
ina single day. At this time be lived in 
Elizabeth, N. J. At length he turned his 
attention to real estate, and purchased a 
large tract of land in Tarrytown. On 
this She built handsome residences for 
speculative purposes, and did well. 

In 1868 Dimock became deeply inter- 
ested in the stock of the Atlantic Mail- 
Steamship line, and held many thousand 
shares for himself and others. It is said 
that a pool was formed with other bank- 
ers, among whom was Uncle Daniel Drew. 
to “‘bear” the stock. They held their 
load manfully until the wily Daniel be- 
gan to unload, and in one day the stock 
fell from 90 to 22. Dimock’s losses with- 
in six hours were upwardof $1,500,000. 
Involved on every side, he settled with 
his creditors by disposing of his vast 
property at Tarrytown and other points, 
and in a very short time was enabled to 
resume business, but with a limited capi- 
tal. 

Nothing daunted, however, Dimock 
again dabbled in Atlantic Mail, and soon 
became the principal stockholder, and 
was elected President. Shortly after 
this second venture, his wife purchased 
three hundred acres of valuable land in 
Elizabeth for $500,000, and Dimock 
commenced the erection of handsome 
villas which readily found a market with 
New Yorkers. In 1869, he built at least 
twenty residences in Elizabeth, valued at 
from $15,000 to $50,000, and gradually 
drew a colony of New York capitalists 
in and around what is known as ‘‘Quali- 
ty Hill.” The Atlantic Mail line, how- 
ever, proved an elephant on his hands, 
and afterthe loss of the finest steamer 
of the fleet, the Missouri, which was 
burned off the Bahamas, misfortune 
seemed to mark him for her own, as the 
line became a by-word among the mer- 
chants, and every vessel on arrival at 
this port seized for debt, and to be re- 
leased only on President Dimock’s giving 
heavy bonds. The Elizabeth specula- 
tion at this time became a failure; house 
after house was mortgaged twice and 
thrice, and the money went to pay other 
and accumulating debts; at last the At- 
lantic lines collapsed, and Dimock’s prog 
perty in Elizabeth—save that which was 
in his wife’s name—was seized, and is in 
litigation,

Post Office Matters. 


WasnHineton, Aug. 4.—The office de- 
part’nt is unsettled in the opinion as to the 
probability of sending a representative to 
the Postal Congress, to be held in Berne, 
Switzerland. The idea of Congress 
is to have each nation to send a 
representative in person of Chief of post 
office, so that a treaty if desired 
could be agreed ‘upon.

Books in the Comptrolicr Gen- 


eral’s Office. 


ATLANTA, August 4, 1874. 

Baditors Constitution: Yn your daily of this 
morning, aud in one of your local editorial 
columns, under the heading of ‘Our State 
Taxes—Splendid Collection Last Year De- 
spite the Panic—-Valuable Information,” etc., 
I find the following closing paragraph, viz : 

‘It appears that notwithstanding the 
‘panic,’ the taxes for last year were col- 
lected more »pfomptiy and close than for 
twenty-four years, With expressive thanks, 
the Comptroller General desires collectors 
to ‘do just a little better for this year.’ ”’ 
Now, | care not who gave you the above 
information, or who authorized you to make 
the statement that ‘‘potwithsianding the 
anic the taxes for the last year were col- 
ected more promptly and closer than for 
twenty-four years ;” but I instantly and un- 
hesitatingly pronounce said statement abso- 
lutely and unqualifiedly incorrect; and to 
sustain this ‘‘denunciation’’ I refer you and 
the public to the books in the Comptrotier 
General’s office. 
I was Comptreller-general from the 25th 
November, 1855, tothe 8th Janury, 1866. 
Therefore the Tax collectors for the years 
1856, 1857, 1858, 1859, 1860, 1561, 1862, 1863 
and 1864, workek under me, and [ have no 
hesitation in sayin that the books in the 
Coimptrolier-genearl’s office will show. 
that every one of these years (except for the 
taxes of Ipt4) ‘the taxes were collected 
more promptly and close’”’ than last year, or 
any other yyar since | left the Comptroller’s 
oflice, Indeed, during these eight years (of 
my time) the State never lost one dollar by 
‘lax Coliectors. They not only settled up 
in fuil each year, but did so very shortly 
after the day of ‘final settlement,’’ within 
perhaps two or three months. Whereas, by 
a report of Messrs. J. M. Patter, B, E. 
Crane and A. Leyden, to Judge Hopkins, 
one Tax Collector alone (Mr. Hoyle, 
of Fulton’ county,) owed the State 
about $30,000 as late as the &th of June last, 
pear 6 mouths after the day of final settle- 
ment; and a common “report”? has it that 
there are LOW several other tax collectors 
who have not ‘‘settled up”’ for last year.

An Hour in a City Vineyard—Grapes, 
Peaches and Pears. 


—_ 


A visit yesterday afternoon to the exten- 
sive grounds of Col. J. KR. Wallace, on 
Peachtree street, convinced us that the Col- 
onel is equally great in pomology and real 
estate. He has about seven acres near his 
home, and twelve acres more a little farther 
from the center of the city—all devoted to 
the production of luscious fruits. On his 
ounds, which are situated within the lim- 
its of the city, may be seen 88 varieties of 
pears, 55 of which are bearing fruit; 60 
varieties of grapes, 40 of which are with 
fruit; 100 varieties of peaches; 37 of cherries; 
35 of plums; 100 of apples, and 12 varieties 
each of apricots and nectarines, not to men- 
tion the minor fruits that are cultivated on 
his useful acres. 

Col. W’s specialty, however, is grapes. 
Ile may not admitit, but itis the truth 
nevertheless. His vineyards are his par- 
ticular pride, and well they may be. He 
cultivates every variety adapted to this cli- 
mate; and the magnificent bunches of ripe 
fruit among the broad and healthy leaves 
delight the eye, aud shortly § after- 
wards the palate. How many bushels our 
party of three did eat, we will not under- 
take tosay. The quantity would be incred- 
ible, and there is, therefore, no use of writ- 
ing more on that point. We had to sample 
about thirty varieties, and before we got 
back to the Concords, after a long stop 
among the Delawares, we were all too full 
to be useful any longer as grape-testers. 

Colonel Wallace takes pride in showing a 
patch of red clay land on the side of a hill 
within his grounds. A rer piece than 
this was and is, can not be found in Ful- 
ton county. It would not produce sage 
bushes ; and yet this third of an acre bears 
203 vigorous young vines, that are good for 
2,300 pounds of fruit next season, every 

und of which will be worth ten cents.—

clay that the Colonel teaches to all gratis.— 
There is no danger of too many learning 
the lesson, We cannot grow too many 
grapes. And if Col. W. leads the way to 
a more extensive culture of this admirable 
fruit, he will do more for his county than 
many who spin theories by the quire.

He announced as his subject, ‘‘ What con- 
stitutes a State?’

‘heyare merely hewers of wood and drawers 
ofwater for the balance. Coming to our own 
section he called the South the great conser- 
vator of American liberty, Howeversanguine 
our hopes may be for a restoration of the 
government of our ancestors we owe our 
} ¢hief duty to our own country. As for me, 

I shall honor those of her sons who have 
poured upon the aposties of miscegenation 
the coutempt of an outraged and insulted 
people. Asa. conquered people we should 
learn lessons from the conquered nations be- 
fore us. Some bave sunk into lethargy, 
others become analgamized with their con- 
querors, For centuries England has held 
an iron hand over Ireland, but she has 
never subdued the spirit of her people. 
= ireland lives and has grown greater and 
better in the face of oppression. Young 
gentlemen, cherish patriotism, love the 
whole country, but, above all, love the land 
of Washington, Lee, Cobb and Jackson, 
from the Potomac to the Rio Grande. 

Another element is an educated people. 
Many nations attest the fact that to their 
educated people they owe their wealth and 

wer. Republica are said to be the most 

onest of governments. This would be true 
ifthe people were all educated. The edu- 
cated intellect of the South is the great cit- 
adel in which our liberty is now entrenched. 
Father Ryan has beautifully said, ‘The 
sheathing of the sword is no argument 
against the cause which drew it forth. Shot 
and shell do not reason—they slaughter. 
Trampled right is greater than triumphant 
wrong.”’ 

Education softens and refines the inner 
life of the people. 1 recognize with aston- 
ishment the progress of the last century, 
but when we see the lust of gold, unrequited 
labor, old age treated with the respect paid 
to a spavined horse, we may well question 
whether we are as happy in our day as our 
fathers were in their’s. 

Industry is an element of national pros- 
perity. If ever there was a people to whom 
industry is both a blessing and a virtue, we 
are that people. Away with the idea that 
the young men of the South are too delicate 
to labor. It is a reflection upon their man- 
hood. 

The speaker described humorously one of 
the Glass known as swells, and said the En- 
glish language was insufficient to express 
his contempt for them. He said another el- 
emenmt was a proper reverence for the Bible, 
and called it a perennial fountain which sends i 
forth its waters to refresh and purify our 
hearts, Another elemeat of national refine- 
ment is a chivalrous respect for the gentler 
sex. The true gentleman looks upon wo- 
inan as being as pure as an icicle upon the 
temple of Diana, and as beautiful as a dew- 
get upon her tresses, 

The speaker closed with an elegant trib- 
ute tothe ladies, and a few words of excel- 
lent advice to the graduates.

“The Wall strect brokers still keep up 
their fireon the Secretary of the Treasury. 
In the beginning, they were highly incensed 
at what they termed violation of usage in 
the operating of the bids some days ago for 
the five per centloan. The Secretary of the 
Treasury, in speaking of the matter to your 
correspondent, remarked that there were 
a number of persons, representing Wall 
street houses, on hand anxions to get in- 
formation to communicate to operators in 
New York. This, he thought, would be 
giving the persons here present—perhaps 
some of them of doubtful character and 
responsibillty—an unfair adyantage over 
those who remained at home. He, there- 
fore, proposed to keep everything quict 
until it Gould be given out in an official 
form. Ever since that time, the brokers 
who had their representatives here have been 
endeavoring to find out who the bidders 
were. This the Secretary refused to make 
pubiic. The object of the parties is to take 
advantage of the information for specula- 
tive purposes.

It is, perhaps, not generally known that 
Maryland watermelons are, by produce 
dealers, considered the best in the coun- 
try, and that there are more melons rais- 
ed in Anne Arundel county alone than in 
any Other county in the United @ates.— 
The soil of Anne Arundel county is said 
to be particularly adapted to melon cul- 
ture, as it is light, warm and sandy. The 
melon-grower gets his ground in the best 
possible order, early in the spring, fre- 
quently plowing it twice, and having it 
highly manured and pulverized before 
the melons are planted. About the first 
of May the ground is laid off in hills, 
ten feet apart, and in each hill is placed a 
quantity of stable manure. The seed is 
then planted and the vines are tended 
much in the manner of corn, only the 
work does not last as long, as the vines 
soon cover the ground so completely that 
it is impossible to cultivate them. The 
melons arrive at maturity in about ten or 
twelve weeks, and are then shipped to 
this city by pungies. The first melons 
that arrive in this market come from Sa- 
vannah, the next from South Carolina, 
then North Carolina and Virginia, and 
then Anne Arundel county melons. Mel- 
ons are neither good nor plentiful until 
the Maryland crop comes upon the mar- 
ket. Savannah melons generally com- 
mence appearing here about July Ist, 
and those from the Carolinas and 
Virginia from one to two weeks later. 
The Maryland melons commence arriving 
about the 25th of July, and are abundant 
until about the Ist of September. The 
crop of Jersey melons is not ready for 
market until after the crop of Anne 
Arundel County melons are gone, and 
then the Jersey melons go to supply the 
late New York, Boston, and Philadelphia 
markets. The Goergia, Carolina, and 
Virginia melons-that go tothe North 
from the early markets here, bring from 
$40 to $50 per hundred. These prices 
gradually fall until the Anne Arundel 
County melons commence coming on, at 
prices ranging from $20 to $25 per han- 
dred, but after a few days the prices fall 
to $8 and $10 per hundred. Before the 
war, when labor was cheaper than it is at 
present, melons could be raised with 
profit for $5 and $8 per hundred. At 
the present time melons cannot be raised 
with profit for less than $10 per hundred. 
Melons are the main crop of Anne Arun- 
del county, and the only crop that brings 
cash readily. This year there are over 
2,500 acres planted in - Anne Arundel 
county, and as the season has 
been dry and in other ways 
unusually favorable the crop prom- 
ises to be the largest ever raised in that 
county. It is estimated that an acre of 
ground will produce 1,000 good market- 
able melons, and if this is the case Anne 
Arundel county will alone produce 2,- 
500,000 melons. Melon vines require 
very little rain during their growth, and 
after the melon has formed on the vine 
the dews furnish moisture enough to keep 
the vines growing. When there are fre- 
quent and heavy rains during the melon 
season the vines become diseased and rot 
before the fruit is developed. The prin- 
cipal and most favorite varieties of mel. 
ons among the produce dealers are known 
as the Gypsies, Georgians, Taylor Grays, 
and Mountain Sweets. The Gypsies are 
the favorite melon, as they can be shipped 
in close cars several hundred miles, and 
a week after being picked they will still 
retain a firm and bright appearance. 
Baltimore ‘dees. not consume one-twen- 
tieth of the melons raised in Anne 
county as the bulk of the crop 
is shipped to the. Northern and Eastern 
The farmer ships his melons to 
city pungies, and it is 
no unusual t to see seventy and 
eighty of these vessels Tying at Pratt 
street: wharf, Joadetl to the waters edge 
with melons. There several other wharves
